STEEL TRADE IS STEADY 


OH BIG UNFILLED ORDERS 


But Bookings and Prices Continne to 


Decline Tliough Pi? Iron Seems 


Xear the Bottom.

NEW YORK, June 11.—The Ameri- 


can Metal Market and Daily Iron & 
Steel Report will sum up the steel 
and iron situation tomorrow morning 
as follows: 


Under adverse conditions In finan- 


cial circels, with serious declines In 
"Wall Street accompanied by pessimism 
In that quarter, and with general busi- 
ness conditions less 
favorable, 
the 


steel industry is conducting itself 
pre- 


cisely as has been expected for sev- 
eral -weeks past. It is calmly filling 
the large amount ,of business it had 
on books, resulting in practically full 
operations of mills and shipments at 
subsequently the record rate. In some 
branches this is merely a temporary 
condition, but in others, and par- 
ticularly In rails, structural 
shapes 


and plates, the promise is for practi- 
cally full operation for several months, 
without any Improvement in general 
conditions. 
In wire products there 


has been a slowing down in the past 
few weeks as 
to 
production 
and 


shipments.. In sheets a slight restric- 
tion is Just beginning, while In tin 
plates and merchant 
pipe 
reduced 


shipments are likely by the end of the 
month. 


Prices of steel -products remain firm 


at most points. Within the past fort- 
night we have quoted wire products 
down *1 a ton. 
though there is no 


official reduction as reported in some 
quarters. This week we quote black 
sheets 51 a ton lower, following a de- 
cline of $2 a ton in galvanized sheets 
several weeks 
ago. 


The decrease of 654.440 tons in un- 


filled orders of the Steel Corporation 
during May was certainly to have 
been expected, considering the Aprr 
loss of 490,194 tons, for less new busi- 
ness was booked In the later month 
and shipments were- maintained.

mountains there are a great number 
of coal beds outcropping-, but we will 
only attempt to describe those, which 
in some part of the district are of 
economic value, taking them in order 
and beginning at the bottom. 
The Harlan seam, which - is 
the 


lowest that" is commercially workable. 
Is the most regular and the most i-al- 
uable. It lies\between massive san-l- 
"etone beds, the top one of which is 
usually less than three feet above 
the coal and in many instances., rests 
directly on. it; there is probably an. 
average of-nine Inches of shale be- 
tween. Underneath the-coal.there 1* 
usually a: shale bed of'varying thick- 
new, "which la too hard to be cut by 
chain machine*.

.In the, eastern part of the county 
this coal is under drainage. On Swing's 
creek, in the lower end of the county, 
on the property of the "WSlhoit Coal 
Company, there is a seam from 140"to 
ISO feet under the Harlan coal This 
seam Is 36 inches thick and usually has 
some partings. This is the only -place 
in the county where it has been found 
with this thickness, but it_ has not 
been thoroughly prospected for yet. 


Tho Harlan scam, in general, dips 


slightly In a, northeasterly- direction. 
The following1 is an analysis of some 
crop coal from the Harlan seam: Vol- 
atile matter, 3S.3; fixed carbon; 55.S: 
moisture, 1.7; ash, 3.5; sulphur, 0.9.

, For several years past companies 


and .individuals have been acquiring 
coal lands in the county. However, 
no move was made toward building a. 
railroad until the early . spring of 
1907 when T. J. Asher began the con-- 
struction of some thirteen miles up 
the Cumberland river, In Bell County, 
to reach the operations of his own 
property. 
This was known as1- the 


"Wasloto & Black Mountain railroad. 
The Louisville & Nashville railroad 
then acquired it and completed it to 
Benham some twenty miles above the 
town of Harlan. -When this lino was 
completed, work .began on a branch 
up Clover Fork to Ages Creek, a dis- 
tance of five.miles. 


"Wihile the road was under construc- 


tion leases were taken'by mining com- 
panies and thie installation of plants 
begun. At the present time there are 
six companies in the county shipping 
;oal. 
. The Wisconsin Steel Company's 
operation at- Bonham is at present by 
far the most important in the county. 
At present all of their coal is con- 
verted into coke for which' purpose
